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England and . Esrypt. 

Tho comments of tho London 
'limes' 011 tue subject of the purchase 
by Great Britain of 177,000 shares or 
four million poumls' sterling worth of 
stock in tho Suez Canal, look like an 
early confirmation of what the 'Pall 
Mall Gazette' predicted three weeks 
rtyo in ! an article which somewhat 
startled Europe. The 'Gazette' Baid 
on the 3d instant, "The English oc- 
cupation of Egypt in only u question 
of time, as that step is necessary for 
(ho preservation of oar Indian em- 
pire." The declaration of so respect- 
able a jcurnal showed that the seizure of 
Egypt by the British Government had 
boon fully and freely discussed in lltuso 
circle's which help to furnish Parlia- 
ment and tho Ministry with new 
ideas. And now the moro important 
journal, the 'Times,' of the 2Gtu says, 
among other things, in relation to the 
purchase of the Suez Canal shares 
from Ismael Pasha, tho Khedive or 
hereditary sovereign of Egypt: "In 
this settlement we desiro no change; 
but should insurrection, intrigue, or 
aggression from without, or corrup- 
tion within, bring a political as well 
as financial collapse to Turkey, it 
might become necessary to take meas- 
ures for the security of that part of 
tho domain of the Sultan with which 
wo are most nearly concerned. An 
acquisition of so commanding au in- 
terest as Suez, an interest which must 
inevitably tend to increase, " will lead 
tho Government and people of tho 
country to concern themselves hnbit- 
tually with Egypt." 

The "Times" says tho British na- 
tion has by this entered upon a now 
phase of Eastern policy. In its finan- 
cial article, it remarks that "Tho ad- 
vantage of tho bargain materially is a 
secondary question. It was made for 
political reasons jtheref ore tho import- 
ance of tho step is hardly to 1)0 over- 
rated." Of course it has in part a re- 
ference to tho protection of Britain's 
Asiatic possessions^ Sno watches with 
jealous eye tho steady advance of lius- 
sia toward Eastern Asia. "When a Rus- 
sian ai'tny shall approach the Indian 
frontier, England will prepare for 
war. Egypt is now her half way house 
te India. If England can possess that 
strategic point, she will be so much 
nearer the seat of war; and by utiliz- 
ing tho ancient kingdom of the Pha- 
raohs as headquarters for troops and 
a depository for military material, she 
can the easier follow up a victory or 
repair a defeat. The article of the 
"Pall Mall Gazotto" three weeks ago 
seems to havo been thrown oat as a 
feeler, to see if the British public would 
snap at the notion of acquiring 
Egypt. Both the feelei and the pur- 
chase of the ship canal stock seem to 
havo boon well received by the British 
peoplo, and tho "Standard" publishes 
a rumor that a British fleet has been 
ordered to the Mediterranean, proba- 
bly to support or back the purchase. 
Britian and tho Khedive are on tho 
most amicable terms, as has been 
shown during the three visits which 
the Prince of Wales made to his capi- 
tal. During the Prince's recent visit, 
on his way to India ho invested tins 
sovereign's son, Prince Towlik, the 
heir apparent, with the iusigua of the 
order of the Star of India. The Khodivo, 
now forty-live years old, received a 
first-class education in Paris, and has 
Visited all the capitals of Europe. lie 
js making groat progress in opening 
up the interior of Africa to civilization 
and commerco, and needs the services 
of enlightened nations in accomplish- 
ing it. Not only are the American 
(Jolonols, Long, Purdy, Colston and 
and others, assisting him in this wort;, 
but England has had, ttud s! ill has, 
her representative men iu tins work 
of opening Africa to tho light of re- 
ligion and civilization. What Living- 
ston. commenced, and Cameron con- 
tinued, Baker and Gordon have help- 
ed to complete.

It was all a joke. The "Herald''

Island shouldn't have a road, or that?" 
50 was amplo compensation for tho Is- 
land railway. It "rises to explain" in 
its last issue, and now asserts that 
the compensation ought to ho higher. 
Well, call it fourteen dollars and sev- 
en bits. If the Islanders grumble at 
that, be munificent and malco it an 
even fifteen. Then say, "I'll never 
tako a shent more nor give a shout 
less, sho help mo!" and the bargain 
will bo struck. Wo aceopt tho explan- 
ation of our contemporary and only 
rcgrot that tho Government organ 
should havo wastod a column of its 
valuable space in discussing the sum 
of $7 60 when it might havo got $15 for 
the caking. We will "point a moral"for 
the"Horald" with a little story. There 
-was onco a good little boy who was 
very fond of drawing ships, and houses 
and animals. His parents, with par- 
donable weakness, thought they had 
produced another Raphael, so they 
used to put paint-pots and brush* u 
and lead pencils and inkstands where 
ho could always see thoin and get hold 
of them and exercise his genius. In 
a very short time this good little boy 
had drawn representations of the ob- 
jects that delighted his fancy on all tho 
fences, dooi posts and porches in the 
neighborhood. Now these pictures were 
very nice and pretty to look at, only 
the conception of the youthful artist 
was original, very, and so different 
fiom the preconceived notions that 
people generally had of the objects they 
were designed to represent that the 
fond father of our young friend found 
it essential to write beneath each pic- 
ture an explanation to prevent mis- 
takes, as thus: "This is a ship;" "this 
is a house;" "this is an ox;" "this is 
an ass," etc. Will our good young 
friend of tho 'Herald' bo so extremely 
kind as to add a foot-note to his future 
articlet V His jokes and sarcasms are 
so finely drawn that it is impossible 
for dull comprohensious on the Island 
to tell Wfietber ho is writing sense or 
nonsense without tho aid of an ex- 
planation similar to that which accom- 
panied the boy's drawings. 

"Barking "Op tlie "Wrong 
Tree." 

Our friend of tho "Guardian" is like 
the dog that treed a coon and fooled 
the hunters by barking up the wrong 
tree. He has an intensely sectional 
article in yesterday's paper directed 
at the Islanders on the leading issue 
— the Railway; and blames them for 
the unhappy state of our relations 
with Canada, when, tho fact is, that 
tho responsibility rests with tho Local 
Government and not with the Island 
at all.

there would be unity of purpose and 
action between the two sections in- 
stead of disunion and bad blood.

We are approaching a season of the 
year when everybody is supposed to 
try and make everybody else happy 
and comfortable; when those who have 
been blessed with an abundance of 
this world's goodB are said to go about 
seeking opportunities to relievo the 
distress of others from whoso "backs 
bangs ragged misery." To tho atten- 
tion of all such wo desiro to commend 
tho case of the Field children. Thr< o 
helpless littlo ones, deprived of the 
fostering care of father and mo- 
ther, and seemingly without relatives 
able' to aid them, are in want 
of homes. Temporally they are 
charges on the bounty of Mr. A. W. 
Davie, whose means being limited can- 
not long continue to provide for them. 
We know that there are hundreds in 
this city of ours who need only to have 
instances of real distress pointed out 
to them to act promptly. Wo shall 
therefore say no more; but leave to 
them the pleasant duty of providing 
for tho caro and comfort of theso littlo 
children.

Europe- 

London, Dec, 7. — Lloyd's agent of 
Rochester reports this morning that a 
boat, 1ms come ashore in that vicinity 
from steamer Deutsehland from Bre 
man Dec. 4th for New York. Tho 
boat contained one livo mau and tho 
dead bodies of two othors. Tho mail 
roports that Deutsohland is aground in 
North Sea; tho men perished from expos- 
ure, having beo l in tbo bont 38 hours. 
August, tho Horn who arrived in tho boat, 
says ho beliovos sho is totally lost with 
all her passongors and crow. They num- 
bered 150. Ono boat left tho ship before 
that occupied by August and his com - 
panions. Tho fato of that boat is un- 
known. 

Capt. Brickenstein nnd part of tho pas 
sengersand crow ol tho S. S. Deutohlaud 
havo just landed at Harwich. It is sup- 
posed about 50 passengers and crow woro 
drowned. Tho Deutcbland is now on 
Long Sands, still further towards the 
Essux ahoro than tho Kentish Knock. 
Two tugs and n lifo-bont have proceeded 
to tho scene of disaster. Kentish Sands 
aro a few miles off tho mouth of tho 
Thames. Agents of the North Gorman 
Lloyd's S. S. Co. state that tho Doutsch 
land had 2 first class cabin, 24 second 
class and 87 b tee rage passengers. Tho 
Commander of tho British man of-war 
Penelope telegraphs from Harwich to the 
Admiralty that 50 lives wero lost. Re- 
mainder of passengers and crow have 
landed at Harwiok where thoy aro under 
care of the German Coi: ul. August 
stated thnt tho steamor loft Bremen Sun 
day morning and struck tho Knock on 
Sunday cvoniug. Every effort was made 
to get her off but in vain, the sea washed 
clean ovor the ship carrying away much 
of hor gear. Tho Captain kept very oool 
Immediately after tho ship struck he or- 
dered life belts to bo distributed among 
tho passengers and crew. The next 
morning as it wns thought the ship was 
about to brenk up an order was given to 
lower tho boats. August and two sea 
men were detailed to man ono of tho boats 
which capsized twice in lowering. Whon 
she righted thoy drifted away from the 
steamer; thoy tried to pull back but 
could not. A heavy snow storm prevail- 
ed and the weather was piercing cold. 
His two companions perished from ex- 
posuro. August says tho crow nnd pas- 
ssngors numbered 137. When ho loft the 
steamer endeavors woro being made to 
launch all tho boats. At 4 o'clock this 
morning (Tuesday) tho tug Liverpool 
brought in 51 porsons, including all the 
officers except the fourth. Ono child 
died on board the tug. Tho number of 
bodies in the steamer's cabin was 50 and 
others aro probably in cho boats which 
aro missing. 

Later.— Tho scenes at tho wreok on tho 
arrival of the tug defy description. 
Strong men, women and children were 
clinging to the rigging from which many 
had been washed away. Somo woro in 
their last struggles. In tho cabin wore 
seen tho corpses of ladies and children 
just as thoy had retired. Ono hundred 
and forty persons wero taken off by tho 
tug, scant of clothing. Arriving at Har- 
wich the survivors wero taken charge of 
by tho German Consul, who provided 
them with food, clothing and lodging, 
aftsr many hours exposure to the 
most severe frost experienced this pre- 
sent winter. Tho Deutsehland has beaten 
ovor the Kentish Knock and is now in 
four and a half fathoms nt low water. 
Sho has apparently parted amidships. 
When Capt. Brickensteiu left the 
steamor sho was full of water, which was 
rising and falling with the tide. Assis- 
tance has been sent to the steamer. 

London, Dec. 8 — It is estimated that 
tho number of deaths caused by explo- 
sion in Swaitho colliery will number ex- 
ceeding 137. 

Berlin, Dec. 8. — A special says Count 
Von Armin has refused to obey sum- 
mons to attend trial for troason on plea 
of ill hoalth. 



A New Hot Aih Engine. — Another 
novelty in motors driven by hot air was 
exhibited in motion at the late fair of 
tho New York Mechauics' Institute. It 
is described in the Scientific American ns 
follows: — It consists of two cylinders, ono 
for power, under which tho fire is built, 
the other simply for compression. The 
latter has a water jacket, and both oylin- 
dors havo pistons, or more properly, 
plungers. The pistons of tho compres- 
sion cylinder passes through packing at 
tho fop of tho same, but bolow fits loose- 
ly in tho bore, so that the air compressed 
is at liberty to pass up around tho piston, 
and to enter a connecting passage, which 
leads it into tho power cylinder, where it 
is heated and expanded, and so lifts tho 
piston. As t ho two pistons aro set on 
cranks 180 deg. apart, the dowu stroko of 
the powor piston corresponds to the up 
stroko of the compression piston, so that 
the air, which just before has boon ex- 
pended, is now returned to be recom 
pressed and ogain used. Thus tho air is 
merely shifted from one oylinder to the 
other, and its cooling or limiting is quick- 
ly accomplished through its being expos 
ed to tho action of tho cold witer or the 
firo in thin annular sheets. Tho 
machine (which is ono horso power), we 
are told, burns very little fuel, ono scut 
tlef til answering for an entire day. Tim 
expenditure of oil is also very small. 
This seems to bo a very simple apparatus, 
and one well adapted for a largo number 
of light uses. It is almost entirely free 
from the disagreeable noiso usually inci- 
dent to caloric engines. 



A Scheme to DUplae.o Hio Wuter In IUo 
Suuken Ship with Oomprejiintl Air. 

Jl'rom tho London Standard, Oct. 21.] 

Yesterday evening a series of in- 
teresting experiments woro performed 
in tho now floating bath tit Charing 
Cross Bridge to demonstrate u plan 
proposed by Mr. Dillon, of Kingstown, 
for raising tho Vanguard. The specta- 
tors consisted of engineers, scientific 
men, and somo officers of tho Board of 
Trade and tho Admiralty. Mr. Ken- 
nellej-, Chairman of tho London 
Marine Salvage Society, was voted into 
tho chair, and the inventor then pro- 
ceeded to read a paper giving 1 the out- 
line of a scheme for the performance 
of nn operation in regard to which 
thoro will bo but one wish throughout 
the country, namely, that it may be 
successful. Mr. Applegarch, of tho 
Denayrouze Diving Company, who has 
been iu charge of the diving operations 
at tho Vanguard, was present, and 
from his statement tho depth in which 
tho ship is lying is too groat for the 
divers to remain moro than fifteen 
minutes under th» warter. Any 
scheme, therefore, which involves the 
performance of much diving work may 
therefore bo dismissed at once as im- 
practicable. It is a great merit in Mr. 
Dillon's plan that it would require tbo 
minimum of such difficult and danger- 
ous duty. 

Briefly stated, tho plan proposed is 
the expulsion of the water from the 
Vanguard by means of compressed 
air, supplemented by ^ras generated 
beneath the water, and by steam jets, 
tho details of which not being explain- 
ed. To illustrate the principle, ex. 
poriuionts were performed with com- 
mon air, in one case with air com- 
pressed to fifteen atmospheres, but in 
the majority of instances by merely 
blowing with the mouth through an 
India rubber tube into the object to 
be raised from the bottom of glass 
cylinders and cases on a table. It 
was demonstrated that a small cylin 
drical tin case pierced full of holes 
and with ono end off could bo raised to 
the surface by forcibly blowing air in- 
to it, and tho same result was obtain- 
ed with a model tin ship purposely 
Belittled, with a small glass cup, and 
even with a model of an open tin boat 
which had to lift much more than its 
own weight of attached tubing. The 
main experiment of the evening was 
raising a model ship about four feet 
and a half in length, made of 
metal, scuttled, to represent tho in- 
jury to the Vanguard, ami with open 
hatchways, which was sunk iu seven- 
teen feet of water. This was connect- 
ed by tubing with ft cylinder contain- 
ing air compressed to atmospheres, and 
on turning tho valve the vessel at once 
came to the surface, the guagu showing 
that tho pressure of air had diminished 
three atmospheres in tho operation. 

To keep a vessel afloat after she has 
been raised, Mr. Dillon proposes to cov 
e>r her with a huge sheet either of water- 
proof cloth or even of sailcloth, tho con- 
nections between the cylinder of com- 
pressed air passing through the centre of 
this sheet. On filling the vessel with air it 
would rise rapidly in tho middle of tho 
envelope, which would l ! rat adhere close- 
ly from the pressure of the water while 
coming to the surface, and then, on tho 
ship toppling over, beoome wrapped 
round her nnd keep her n float. Experi- 
mentally the thing looked feasibieenough, 
the question being whether, when appli- 
ed on the gig .ntic scale necessary to raise 
tho Vanguard, it would bo practicable. 
Tne inventor, in reply to a question, ex- 
pressed the opinion tbat a dozen well 
tested boilers would contain nil the coin- 
pressed air necessary for displac.ng the 
5,000 tous of water which may ho taken as 
at present tilling the sunken ship. After a 
voto of thanks had been passed to Mr. 
Dillon for his interesting and striking ex- 
periments, there was an exhibition of 
Denayrouzo'a submarine lamp for enabl- 
ing divers, who have hitherto gropod in 
the dark, to see. what they aro about. 
Sunk to the bottom, at the deepest end of 
the bath, it burned brightly, illuminat 
ing a considerable area with a light cup- 
able of continuing four or five iiours. 

Grace Greenwood, writing about 
the Queen of England, says: — "I have 
lately heard, ns coining from 
ono of In r f< r tier ludies-iu-wait- 
mg, a touching little story which il- 
lustrates tho tender, domestic nature 
of a woman. When Prince Albert 
died, so soon after her mother, in the 
tirst hour of her beieavement, and out 
of tre depths of her desolate widow- 
hood and queenhood, sho cried: 
'There is no uue left now to call mo 
Victoria.' "
